7.7" feathern part of devoniliire is remarkable 
for its cyder. inorder to cenfare a good fruit 
harvelt, the following cultom is generally kept 
up ja that quarter. Onthe eve of the bpiphany, 
the farmer, attended by iis workmen «with a 
large pitcher of cyder, goes to‘theorchard, and 
thenencircling one of the beit-bearing trees, they 
driak the follow wg toaft three feveral times. 
Tere’s to thee, old appie tree ; 
Whense thou may'{ft bud, and whence thou 
may ft blow! 
And whence thor may ft bear 
Fats fall. caps full ! 
Buthel—butfhel —facks fril' 
And «vy pockets full toa! 
luzza | hazza ! huzza ! 

‘This done, they return to the houfe, the doors 
of whicn they are fure®o find bolted by the fe- 
mates, who, be the weather what it may, are in- 
exorable to ail entreaties te open them, till fome 
one amons them has guefled upon what is on 
the f{pit, which is generally fome nice little 
thing difficult to be hit on, and is the reward of 
him who firft names it. ‘Lhe doors are then 
thrown open, and the lucky cledpole reccives the 
tid-bit as his recompence. ‘Some are fo fuper- 
ftitions. as to believe, that if they negle& this 
cultom, the trees will bear no appies that year.

ASUITHUS and Afmundas were heroes ami 
companions in arms, They had fought and cou- 
quered together, during many years, and thei:

vivor,. after caufing a {pacious vault to be con-
